DISCUSSION 

Hwang et al.'801, which was cited in an Office Action dated 4 February 2005 of the basic 
Korean Patent Application of this U.S. patent application, provides a plasma display panel to emit 
efficiently the heat generated from the inside of the plasma display panel by improving a structure 
of the plasma display panel. 

Kim et al. 1 120 relates to a radiation apparatus for PDP for achieving a maximized radiation 
efficiency by radiating, through the use of an ultra light micro radiation apparatus, the heat produced 
during operation of the PDP. 

Oh et al. ' 84 1 (corresponding to KR 1 0-200 1 -0039 1 20 A) discloses a thermal evolving method 
and apparatus for a plasma display panel method that is adaptive for reducing a noise as well as a 
thickness of the plasma display panel. In the method and apparatus, at least one of a Peltier effect 
and a Thomson effect is used to refrigerate the plasma display panel.
